Feeding Sheds for Jfunen' Team* to be 


Built by the City.—To Keep the 


Square Clean. 


The council met in regular monthly 


meeting for October, last Monday 
evening, with Mayor Barker In the 
chair, and Aid. Karner, Cook, Peick- 
ard, Maine, Kieliszewski, King, Ellen- 
wood, Dumbleton and Fhelps in their 
seats. 
Curran & Wiesner petitioned 


the council to rent the city barn and 
yard at $50.00 per annum, the peti- 
tioners to make all necessary repairs, 
and to release the premises at any 
time on thirty days' notice. 
Aid. 


Cook spoke of the prospects of chang- 
ing the public square as a market 
place,at least in so far as feeding teams 
thereon, and the mayor coincided with 
this view, and spoke of putting up a 
shed on the city grounds on Brown 
street for feeding purposes, for the 
benefit of farmers. 
It was generally 


agreed that this move would meet 
with favor by all, including property 
owners on the square. 
A motion was 


then made authorizing the chief of 
police to see that this provision is car- 
ried out, as soon as the street commit- 
tee can erect the necessary sheds, which 
they were instructed to do. This dis- 
posed of Curran & Wiesner's proposi- 
tion. 
Mrs. Thos. Gray petitioned the 


council for the privilege of erecting a 
brick veneered building on her lots on 
north side of Clark street, and the 
same was referred to the committee 
on flre department. 
Jos. Glinski pe- 


titioned the council for an open stair- 
way leading to the basement of his 
building on Main street, the same to 
be protected by proper railings, etc., 
and the petition was granted, all vot- 
ing in favor except Aid. Maine. 


Bresnahan & Moe asked permission 


to transfer their saloon license to their 
new location on Strong's avenue, and 
the petition was granted. The water 
company were authorized to lay mains 
on Water street, in accordance with 
petition previously presented, provid- 
ing they place but one hydrant on 
said extension. 


Petition for sidewalks on Briggs 


street, and also one for opening said 
street through to Union street, were 
referred to committee on streets and 
bridges. 
Aid. Maine introduced a 


resolution authorizing the laying of 
all crosswalks in the future with flag- 
stone, and that the mayor and com- 
mittee on streets and bridges purchase 
a car load of stone for immediate use. 
Carried. A resolution authorizing-tbe 
city attorney to summon before a 
judge and examine under oath all par- 
ties who have suits against the city, 
was adopted. 


Aid. Ellenwood introduced a resolu- 


tion appropriating the sum of §100 to 
the city attorney to defray expenses in 
litigation against the city, and the 
resolution was unanimously adopted. 


B. II. Gilden and Justina Kuklinski, 


both of whom reside on Water street, 
served notice that they would fill up 
the ditch through their premises un- 
less something is done by the city, and 
the matter was duly referred. 
Bids 


for furnishing the necessary coal to 
the city were received, A. G. Green 
bidding$7.00 per ton, Eice Bros. $7.00 
and R. A. Cook $6.50. The bid of the 
latter was accepted. 


Bid from John Week Lumber Co. 


to furnish material f or. sidewalks and 
crossings, was read. The street com- 
mittee reported that they have in- 
spected the paving and find the work 
as performed by Frank Wheelock, well 
done, which report was accepted. 


City Treasurer Moen presented bis 


report for the quarter ending Oct. 1st, 
showing thogjfcital amount in the 
treasury to^f §4,167.11, and City 
Clerk Baker presented figures to show 
that he had received $159.03 since he 
came into office, all of which had been 
turned into the treasury. The report 
as to The cost of paving, accompanied 
by resolutions authorizing the levying 
and collection of the various sums due 
from property owners, were introduced 
and adopted. 
A plat of the public 


square, complete in all details, as pre- 
pared by City Engineer Prentice and 
Engineer Kalladay, was presented, ac- 
cepted and ordered placed on flle.

ARE STILL DOUBTING. 


Judge JOB. T. Hills, of Manitowoc, 


Thinks the Stevens Point Bedstead 


Was Not Used by Davis and 


Bride. 


That famous Jeff. Davis bedstead, 


which has occupied a place upon the 
rafters in one of Boston Bros.' back 
rooms for several years, is still attract- 
ing attention from the outside world. 
A writer in Monday's Sentinel throws 
bis light upon history in the follow- 
ing manner: 
The bedstead may 


have belonged to Jeff. Davis at that 
time, and the proposition to exhibit 
it at the Atlanta exposition is a good 
one as illustrating an incident in the 
early life of the famous Southern 
leader. 
But the attempt to throw 


about the bedstead a halo of romance 
by claiming honor for it as the bridal 
bedstead presented by Gen. Zachary 
Taylor to Davis when he became his 
son-in-law will probably prove futile. 
There are men still living who are 
strong in tneir assertion of the truth 
of the story, so often denied by the 
friends of Davis, of his elopement 
from Prairie du Chien with Taylor's 
daughter, and of his estrangement on 
that account fro#i the good opinion 
of his father-in-law. 
Judge Joseph 


T. Mills, now a resident of Manitowoc, 
arrived at Prairie du Chien a few 
days after the elopement, when the 
circumstances of that incident were 
common talk among the soldiers of 
the military garrison. 
Judge Mills 


was for several years a tutor of the 
younger children in the Taylor family, 
and neither Davis nor his bride 
returned during his residence at Fort 
Crawford to receive the parental 
blessing and to become the recipients 
of a bridal outfit of household furni- 
ture. 
While the writer is unfamiliar 


with the history of this particular 
bedstead, the known facts concerning 
Jeff.. Davis' residence in Wisconsin do 
not support the fairy tales about this 
bit of household 
furniture. 
The 


young lieutenant explored the wilds 
of Northern Wisconsin, and tlie bed- 
stead was probahly used by Davis at 
some point farther north than Prairie 
du Chien. The fact that there are 
said to be several Indian half-breeds 
iu Northern Wisconsin, who claim 
bim as their father at the present 
day, points to the probability of 
possession of household furniture near 
to the Indian habitations:

Figures Show That Creditors of the Com- 


mercial Bank Kay Yet Receive the 


Full Amount Due Them. 


The fact that the various stock* 


holders of the suspended Commercial 
bank had been made parties to the 
action brought against the bank and 
its officers, was mentioned a couple of 
weeks ago, and a list of the stockhold- 
ers given. 
According to the report 


sent to the state treasurer, however, 
dated July 2d, 1894, and signed by 
Emmons Burr, as president, and L. 
A. Pomeroy,as cashier, there appeared 
to be other stockholders besides those 
mentioned. 
At that time the re- 


sources and liabilities of the bank 
were placed at $203.089.18, while the 
amount due depositors was $133,- 
317.41. In addition to the list as 
heretofore reported, J. R. McDonald 
was represented as a stockholder in the 
sum of $1,000, J. F. Wiley $1,000, A. 
M. Nelson $1,000, C. Krernbs & Bro. 
§1,000, Wm. Carley $«00, J. R. Cong- 
don $500, W. J. Delaney $200, Chas. 
Brady $200, Hancock & Rood $300, M. 
Kieliszewski $200. 
G. W. Gate was 


then represented to own $1,000 In 
stock instead of $500 as it now appears. 
Most of those mentioned deny ever 
owning or subscribing for stock, but 
some of -them will be made parties to 
the action brought by the stockhold- 
ers, including Messrs. McDonald, Nel- 
son and Congdon. 


Mr. Brennan, one of the attorneys 


for the receiver, says that by enforc- 
ing the liability of the small stock- 
holders, other than Burr and Pomeroy, 
the creditors will be paid in full, to- 
gether with all costs and disburse- 
ments. The amount of claims against 
the Commercial bank, which must be 
paid to unsecured creditors, and not 
including claims of Burr and Pomeroy, 
is $37,845.02. To pay this, the attor- 
neys for the receiver have made a 
close investigation of securities and 
report as follows : Rink 
property, 


$3,000 ; lumber and machinery at 
Hatley, $2,500 ; cash in hand and 
notes, mortgages, etc., 
considered 


good, $10,000 ; total, $15,500. 
The 


Plover Paper company stock in hands 
of receiver at par is $20,000, making 
the total $35,500. To this the attor- 
neys for the receiver add the liability 
of the stockholders, other than Em- 
mons Burr and L. A. Pomeroy, at 
$10,000. 
Total, $45,500. 
Claims 


against Burr are not included and are 
left out as an offset against deprecia- 
tion in Plover Paper Co. stock, or dif- 
ference between par and true values. 
By asserting the liability of the re- 
sponsible stockholders, the creditors 
will receive dollar for dollar, and the 
costs and expenses paid out of the re- 
ceivership. 
The attorney suggests, 


however, that there is a contingent 
claim against the bank by reason of 
dishonored 
paper 
in 
Milwaukee, 


amounting to $7,000. If the bank is 
called on for this, or part of it, it will 
make that much difference. 


The stockholders are also looking 


after their rights and interests in the 
case, and held a'meeting last Saturday 
afternoon, at which timeE. McGlach- 
lin was chairman and A. W. Sanborn 
secretary. 
Matters were discussed at 


length, and R. A. Cook, Dennis Laugh- 
lin and Henry Wallace were appointed 
a committee to secure counsel. They 
left this forenoon, and will probably 
go to Oshkosh or Milwaukee. 
An- 


other meeting will beheld next Satur- 
day. 


Tuesday afternoon, E. J. Pttflner, 


as receiver, commenced an action 
against the First National batik, Em- 
mons Burr and L. A. Pomeroy, to have 
an accounting of the §10,000 par value 
Plover Paper Co. stock and 86,100 of 
Stevens Point Box Co. stock, alleged 
to belong to the Commercial bank and 
unlawfully taken by Burr and pledged 
with the First National. 
In any 


event, if the bank has a right to hold 
the slock, there is a difference between 
the parties as to the true amount 
justly chargeable against it, theFirbt 
National claiming $11,. 
riOO, and Burr 


and the receiver claim that $7,500 is 
all that the stock can be held for by 
the bank. 


Call for Proofs. 


In conversation with Judge Murat, 


last week, he stated that many par- 
ties who are interested in estates 
that are yet in probate, are negli- 
gent in securing the proofs of publi- 
cation and having them properly filed 
with the court. Until this is done, 
estates cannot be settled. If this is 
not soon attended to, hewill be obliged 
to cite parties to appear before him 
and present the necessary documents, 
and the additonal expense must be 
paid by the parties thus summoned.

IT WOULD BE WISE. 


A Reduction in >'rei*bt Bates Would b* 


Followed by an Increase in Price 


of Potatoes. 


While the price of farm products of 


all kinds is not the most flattering 
thus far this season, and the outlook 
Is not of the best, the railroads might 
in a measure assist in relieving the 
farmers, if they felt so disposed. 
Portage, Waupaca and Waushara 
counties will ship many thousand car 
loads of potatoes to southern markets 
this season, the crop being good and 
the acreage greater than ever before. 
The rates from all points through 
these counties are about the same, or 
9 cents per bushel to Chicago, while 
It costs the buyer $2.00 per car extra 
for the commission man to dispose of 
his stock after reaching its destina- 
tion. 
The number of bushels of 


potatoes in a car vary from 400 to 
700, and will probably average about 
600. At 9 cents per bushel, the rail- 
road company receives $54.00 per car 
for transportation from Stevens Point 
and other places in the potato belt to 
Chicago. 
On the other hand they 


will haul a car load of wheat from 
Minneapolis through to Chicago for 
only about $35.00, or they will allow 
the miller to unload the grain here, 
grind it into Hour and forward the 
flour on to Milwaukee, 'Chicago or 
intermediate points, at any time 
within 90 days, for the same rate. 
One will naturally come to the con- 
clusion after reading these facts, that 
the shipper of potatoes Is being dis- 
criminated against. Or rather, the 
farmer Is the sufferer, for if the buyer 
could secure a better freight rate he 
could naturally pay more to the far- 
mer for his potatoes, and would be 
glad of the opportunity to do so. 
Today buyers along the Central and 
Green Bay roads are paying even more 
than the market warrants, and but 
very little money has been made by 
them during the past two seasons. 


But what TUB GAZETTE started 


out to advocate Is a special reduction 
of freight rates on potatoes by the 
companies above mentioned. 
They 


can well afford to do so, and every 
cent reduced by them on a bushel of 
potatoes is just that much in the far- 
mer's pocket, or that much with 
which to pay his debts and keep the 
wolf from the door. The acreage, as 
said before, is very large this season, 
while the yield is very good, but the 
price that buyers are enabled to pay 
Is so low that there Is little or noth- 
ing left for the farmer for his sum- 
mer's labor. This Is, to say the least, 
discouraging, and would naturally 
have a tendency to greatly reduce the 
acreage another year. The shipping 
of potatoes brings a handsome revenue 
to the railroad companies. They cer- 
tainly want the acreage kept up, or 
rather Increased, if anything. 
A 


reduction in freight rates, so that the 
farmers will receive the benefit of 
sucli reduction, will have a tendency, 
unequalled by anything else, to do 
this. It is for the interest of the 
railroad companies to act. 
By help- 


ing our farmers now, they will help 
themselves in the future. 
Will they 


do it ?

INTERESTING FIGURES ON THE GREAT 


AMERICAN CARD GAME.

Onti would expect that o\ory lovor of 


the jfrcat American RHIHO at draw poker 
would flnd it to liU ]>leiiMirci and profit to 
beooiue thoroughly postal! In regard to tlio 
various chdiicw of tho g/tiuct, both on the 
deal mill on tho draw, Yut it Is afnct thufc 
many players know littlo or nothing nhout 
a matter so important to thum, and tluit 
even those who claim to bo considered au- 
thorities on tho fcubject differ widely 
anioiiK thomsolves. For Instance, tho 
Aiwirifiin Jloylc, a standard work, says 
(lint tho clmnco of getting a pair is 10 
timos In 18 deals, but Mr. Proctor in of 
tho opinion that it is about 10 Union In 28 
deals. Neither of these ashertioiiH Is ex- 
actly correct, Mr. Proctor being nearly HO. 
Tho chance of getting a pair U very clcaa 
to 20 times In 17 doola. 


Calculations can be verified with tho 


expenditure of a littlo patience and time, 
by dealing a number of experimental 
hands, the problem being, What are tho 
chances of receiving tho different kinds of 
hands on the deal? Tho method of calcu- 
lations and tho calculations themselves arc 
simple. 


To begin with, it must be ascertained 


first how nmny combinations of five cards 
can bo made out of a pack of 52 carda. 
Algebra shows that this will bo made ap- 
parent by dividing 53x51x60x40x48 by 1x2- 
JtSxlxB, tho result being 2,r><)8,!MO sets. 
Now, it, is dcMruble to find out how many 
of those 2,598,9(10 possible combinations 
will contain a pair, how many two pairs, 
and so on 
Seventy-night pairs can bo 


formed, six different pairs of IKTB, six of 
kings, and so on. Kach of these pairs may 
bo comblnod with «ny sot of throo cards 
that can be made out of the CO remaining 
cards, provided that these three cards are 
all of different denominations and that 
none of thorn is of tho samo denomination 
as tho pair is 
Out of 150 cards can bo 


formed 48x4-1x40 divided by 1x8x3 combi- 
nations which fulfill those conditions, and 
thoreforo tho total number of possible 
pairs will bo 78 timos 48xMxtO dhidcd 
by 1x2x3, which equal 1,098,210. 
Tho 


chances of obtaining a pair on the deal 
are, therefore, 1,098,240 divided by 2,6SI8,- 
900, or about 20 In 17 deals. 


Now, 
us to tho two pnir hands 
There 


are tho 78 palm above mentioned, and any 
of these may bo comblnod with one of the 
72 pairs of a different denomination, giv- 
ing 78 72 divided by 1.2, or S,b()8 possible 
Sets of two pairs. Each of these sets may 
bo combined with one of tho 44 cards 
Which ronmin after tho two pairs and the 
four cards of tho MUTIO denomination have 
been taken out, and so is obtained 2,808 
times 44 as tho total number of two pair 
hands. 
The ohanoo of two pairs on tho 


deal is therefore 12!i,{i52 divided by 2,598,- 
900, 
or about onco in 21 deals. 


Triples come next. Out of tho four 


cards of each denomination can bo made 
four threes, by simply leaving out each 
suit In turn 
This gives 4 times 13 or ofc 


triplets which'can bo made from a full 
pack. Out of tho 48 cards loft can bo 
made 48x44 divided by 1x2, or 1,050 com- 
binations of two cards ouch, remembering 
that none of these combinations can bo al- 
lowed to bo a pair. Tho total number of 
hands containing three of a kind will 
therefore bo 62x1,050, or 64,013, and a 
triplet may bo expected about onoe In 47 
donlg. 


Straight! and flushes are somewhat 


harder to calculate, and It is with them 
that mistakes are often made. Out of tho 
18 denominations 10 straights can be 
made, aa follows: 8, 8, 4, 5, fl; 8, 4, 6, 6, 
7; 5, 0, 7, 8, It; 0, 7, 8, I), 10, jack; 8, », 
10, jock, queen; U, 10, jock, queen, king 
and 10, jack, queon, king, ace. But as 
ouch card of tho straight may bo of any 
one of tho four suits, 10 times (4, 4, 4, 4. 
4), or 10,2 »0 straights are possible. Of 
thoHo, however, 40 are not only straights, 
but straight flushes, as will be shown 
hereafter. 
Subtracting those, therefore, 


there aro loft 10,200 possible straights, and 
one about onco In 255 hands dealt may be 
expected. 


Flushes aro determined in tho following

The chance of a pat flush is therefore 5,108 
—2,r>98,9(>0—or onco in 509 deals 


As to fulls, tho throo may, as before 


shown, ho any one of tho 52 possible trip- 
lots This may bo combined with any one 
of tho 72 pairs which can bo made from 
tho 48 card.s left, giving altogether 52x72, 
or 8,744, as tho total number of fulls The 
chance of getting a full on tho dual is 
about onco In 001 hands. 


Tho question of fours Is oxtromcly sim- 


ple. There are, naturally enough, only 18 
possible fours, each of which may bo com- 
bined with any of tho 48 cards left in tho 
pack. This gives tho total number of fours 
as 624, and tho enthusiastic poker player 
will see that ho may hope for a pat four 
only onco In every 4,105 deals. 


It has already been soon that tho 18 


cards of each suit will give only ton differ- 
ent straights. As there aro four suits, tho 
number of possible straight flushes is, 
therefore, only 40, and this rara avis 
should not bo expected oftouor than onco 
in 54,974 deals.

THE JAPANESE MEMORY. 


We II»ve Nothing Like It In The** We«t- 


er» Kvgluiu, 


The T»pariesc memory is one of the won- 


ders of tho country. For example, It Is 
tho custom to nuinlxT the houses on a 
| btru-t in what you may call their chrono- 


logical order instead of their sequence— 
that is, in the order of their erection—so 
th.it No. 11 may adjoin 009 on one side 
uud 70 on tho other. Xo. 1 limy be three 
miles fiom No. 2 and No, 10 midway be- 
tween them. In the city of Tokyo thoro 
are 1,330 streets, and by tho last census 
81«,33Q houses, which are divided into 15 
ku, or wards. 


When a Htttivt passes through more than 


one ward) the houses are numbered inde- 
pendently, so there may bo five or six 
numbered 20 and eight or ten numbered 2, 
perhaps miles apart. Therefore when a 
Btrangor sets out to find 217 Matomara 
ma'hi, which is tho name of tho street, 
and Azubu, tho name of the ward, in 
which our friend, Tbuda Son, who was u 
commissioner to tho Chicago exposition, 
H\LS ho might as well look for a needle in 
a haystack. 


After hunting for three or four hours 


and finding seven or eight houses with the 
buino number on the street six or eight 
miles apart he will git down In the nearest 
teahouse and cry or curse, as tho case may 
be, until ho gets cooled off. Then he will 
hire a jlnriklsha man, write the address 
on a piece of paper and go whirling up and 
down the streets and alleys, around cor- 
ners and through short cuts until ho is 
landed at tho proper place without the 
slightest physical, mental or moral dam- 
age. 


Tho jlnriklsha men are coolies without 


education or mental training. Most of 
them can road and write the names of 
streets and men and merchants and fac- 
tories. They know tho location and the 
number of every one of tho 318,820 houses 
in Tokyo and tho name of almost every 
one of tho 1,500,000 inhabitants 
They 


aro \cry seldom puzzled to flnd an address, 
even though it maybe given incorrectly, 
and if you will tell them accurately whore 
jou want to go they will take you without 
the slightest delay or hesitation. 


The sumo phenomenal memory appears 


in ollii ri lassoa of tho people, and you have 
to be careful about telling a Japanese gen- 
tli MI,in tho sumo story twice. This is tho 
result of centuries of training.

WAS A RACE FOR LIFE. 


The Railroader Had a Clone Call With a 


Rand of Pieman Indiana. 


In August of 1866 I was running a bull 


train between Helena and Fort Benton. 
After going about two miles I shot an old 
doe anti lope accompanied by two fawns, 
ami I determined that I would have all 
three of those animals and gave chase, fir- 
ing wheuo\ et I could got within range, 
unt il I had exhausted my ammunition. 
Tins was before tho days of breechloading 
guns. I finally got tho two fawns and 
tied them on behind my saddle and started 
to catch up with the "train." I was as 
much as six miles behind without a cap 
or bullet, only two empty six shooters and 
a rifio. I noticed that iriy saddle pony 
kept turning to tho loft.

Seeing that tho weight of tho fawns was 
telling on tho speed of my horse, I cut 
them loose and at the same time threw 
away my overcoat, and taking tho ram- 
rod out of my riflo I used it as a whip and 
gained a Httlo on my pursuers.

Tho train halted, 
and I supposed that one of tho drivers 
would come to my assistance. But no re- 
lief camo 
They dropped their whips and 


tholr jaws at tho samo time and waved 
their hats and hands and hallooed "Run!" 
I was doing 1 he best I could. Tho Indians 
chased mo to within about 150 yards of 
the train, when Bob Chestnut, now of tho 
Chestnut •vnllej, came in sight from the 
direction of Sun river and opened fire on 
tho Indians.

MIKE TH>£ MOVER'S LONG RUN OP 


HEARTBREAKING LUCK. 


AN ELEVATED CAR INCIDENT.

A big gaug hod gathered at Japanese ' 


IW.mie'g gambling pavilion, lu ttaCrwk I 
Indian country, a few \veoks ago. 
The ! 


placo wag filled with meu lu all statkmu 
of border life, who wore trying to oarvo 
out a fortune through tho high card. 
Hardly any ono noticed tho entrance of a 
needy, broken down man, who took a aoat 
at the faro table and began to play. He 
bad the unmistakable look of a man who 
had been pushed to tho wall and was stak- 
ing hlit last cent. An old sombrero ghaded 
eyes that wore underlaid with heavy, dark 
rings, uml tho gambler dropped Into lit* 
•oat as though his body had been weighted 
with lead. 


He threw a silver dollar on the high 


card, slouched his hat down over his cyvs 
and became motionless. Tho high card 
won, and the detvler paid the bet, pushing 
the money over toward tho player. He let 
It renmin, and the high card continued to 
win until a big pile of money lay lu a heap 
before tho forlorn looking stranger. Still 
the player never moved. The deal wont 
steadily on, and still tho high card won. 


"Shake that fool up," swore the dealer 


at last. 


A half breed Indian first shook tho 


player and then pulled off his hat. 
The 


face of a dying man greeted his close scru- 
tiny. Tho dealer reached for tho heap of 
money, and a dozen pistols wore drawn 
upon the Instant. 


"He's as good as dead," said Faro Dick, 


the dealer. "Money-won't do him any 
good, and no ono knows him." 


"I do," sold Cherokee Sam, an Indian 


police officer. "His name is Mike Donald, 
and they call him 'Unlucky Mlko, the 
Mover,' on the border. His wife and fam- 
ily arc camped down on a creek near hero, 
and I heard today they were literally starv- 
ing." 


In ten minutes Donald was dead. Apo- 


plexy had killed him. At once a half doz- 
en willing hands bundled the winnings of 
the corpse into a handkerchief and started 
to tho wifu'B camp, to see the widow and 
turn the money over to her.

Mike Donald was a noted border char- 


acter. Six or eight years ago he first ap- 
peared In tho west with his wife.

'Whenever a new country was opened 
to settlement, they were there, ready to 
make tho run to secure a home. Down in 
No Man's Land, in 1888, Mike became a 
squatter sheriff near Beaver City.

Whisky Dick at Beor City over ft gnmo of 
cards, and from that to tho time of his 
death ho was unfortunate. Hia stock died, 
and he was never able to keep a good team 
of horses. Either they woro stolon or dis- 
ease carried them off. He left No Man's 
Land and traveled up to Kansas. An un- 
easy demon appeared to possess him. Ho 
became known as Hike tho Mover because 
he was never long In ono place. Ho was 
one of an finny of people who had been 
flitting about over the border In covered 
wagons for yours post. 


A year or two ago, when old Whirl- 


wind's band of Choycnnos killed sovoral 
settlors and wore on tho warpath, Unlucky 
Mlko was near at hand and was arrested 
by tho federal officers, charged with sell- 
Ing tho Indians "flre water" and Inciting 
them to a rebellion. It took him a month 
to clear himself of those charges, and by 
that tlmo his family hod wandered away 
and were lost to him. 
. On foot he trailed them over tho Indian 
country. 
Once ho got track of tho wagon 


it was no trouble to follow its meandor- 
Ings. Any one who ever saw it would not 
soon forgot it. 
Tho wheels woro held to- 


gether with wire and rope wrapping, the 
bed was in splinters, and tho old canvas 
top was a masH of shapeless ribbons. 


By tho superstitious the man became is- 


olated from tho humanity. When ho found 
his family, down upon tho banks of tho 
Cimarron river, they wore almost starved 
to death. Together they continued to wan- 
dor over tho wild country liko a rudder- 
less ship at «Ki. Mlko had three old crow- 
bait horses when ho first went Into hln last 
camp, but it in snid that he killed ono of 
tho animals for food. 
On tho day of hit) 


death ho found a sliver dollar on tho trail 
leading to a town near by. With this 
money ho determined to tempt Dame For- 
tune for a Inst tlmo. It was this dollar 
that ho risked at Japanese Tommlo's tent. 


His little dnughtcr Nellie told tho com- 


mittee of the finding of this dollar and 
her father starting to town after some- 
thing to cat. 
Onco upon a tlmo Mike hod

Perhaps tho largest residence In the 


world is tho Winter palace at St. Peters- 
burg. It bos 700 rooms, many of them 
of enormous size, and some BO large that 
the White House at Washington could 
be erected In them, portico and aty. It Is 
said that 6,000 soldiers have boon sheltered 
under Its roof. Tho storerooms of the 
Winter palace are filled with the china of 
the Russian czars as far book M Catherine 
the Great, and here a woman" collector wai 
able to obtain samples by purchasing them 
Of the attendants, who brought the places 
to her hotel ono at a time for several days 
afterward and demanded only moderate 
prices—not more than some plates would 
bo worth nt a shop without considering 
tho value of association. 


Tho imperial china is all of Russian 


manufacture and dot* not equal in quality 
nor in luster tho product of Austria or 
Germany or Franco. It is plain and coarse, 
and tho decorations aro not very artistic, 
although there is in the Winter palace a 
world famous table service of solid silver 
overlaid with gold that will furnish a ban- 
quet of 000 covers. It dates back to the 
tlmo of tho crazy Emporor Paul, who was 
tho sou of Catherine tho Groat. 


Tho plates used by all tho czurs are lar- 


ger than tho ordinary »!/e. Those of Cath- 
erine woro ornamontcd with conventional 
designs of bluo and gold and boro the im- 
perial crest in tho center. Nicholas, "tho 
iron czar," us ho was culled, used enor- 
mous plates and cups and saucers, of tho 
commonest china, heavy and coarse, which 
wcro also decorated with blue and in tho 
center bore his initial, with a crown and 
cross. Tho china of Alexander II, who 
was assassinated by tho nihilists, was a 
little better iu quality, but of similar de- 
sign, only it boro tho initial A and an 
eagle with outspread wings. That of the 
present czar in of tho «amo pattern and 
boars the same initial with tho distinctive 
III under the A, to indicate that it belongs 
to tho third monarch of that numo. 


It is said that tho private china in tho 


smaller palaces ia very different and of 
much liotter quality. It was Imported by 
tho empress from England, but strangers 
aro not allowed to visit them, and it Is Im- 
possible to obtain a sample.—Now York 
Advertiser.

A NEW STYLE OF MARCHING. 


EWSPAJPE& 


Captain Kaonl's 8»»Uiu For Attaining 


High Speed With Little Exertion. 


Captain Raoul of tho French artillery, 


says Tho Petit Pnrlsion, began five yean 
ago a special study of tho military march. 
He concerned himself especially with the 
question whether the method of marching 
adopted generally by the armies of the civ- 
ilized world answers the needs of war well. 
Ho wished to do vise a system that should 
penult certain young troops to acquire a 
resistance to fatigue and a speed unknown 
In tho European armlus. 
Very robust 


young soldiers are occasionally found to 
acquire by training great speed, but they 
are exceptions to the rule, and In reaching 
the object aimed at they are often greatly 
fatigued. 
After much study Captain 


Raoul thinks he has found a solution of 
the question In the method instinctively 
used by peasants in their rapid walking. 


"I ion ahlo," says Captain Raoul, "to 


take tho first comer between the ages of 80 
and 60 years and touch him to run so long 
as his logs will upbear him without his 
foeltng tho least inconvenience la the mat- 
ter of respiration." 


It Is found that men without the least 


training aro able to make by his system 
more than six miles at tho first trial. By 
tho ordinary system of running such a 
man could not, without pain, cover a tenth 
of that distance. 


Captain Raoul's method Is to maintain 


the body straight, to hold the head high 
and well free of the shoulders, to expand 
the chest without special effort, and to 
hold the elbows a little behind 
the 


haunches. Tho runner begins gently, with 
steps of about 13% Inches, lifting the feet 
only just high enough to clear the Irregu- 
larities of the track, the hams strongly 
bent, tho upper part of the body inclined 
forward as much as possible, so that the 
man must run In order to maintain his 
equilibrium. 
In fact, tho man Is kept 


chasing his own center of gravity, wbtdb 
tends to fall In advance of him. 
la the training exercises the soldier be- 


gins by running tho first kilometer (about 
1,084 
yards) In 10 minutes, the second la 


0 minutes 80 seconds, and so on with In- 
crossing speedi After several weeks the 
soldier makes from tho third kilometer a 
•peed of 0 minutes, or oven 6 minute* 4ft 
seconds. After the experiment had been 
tried upon several regiments some yean 
ago, a soldier made rather more than 
19 8-10 miles in a trifle less than two 
hours. As tho muscles employed In this 
feat were not those especially in demand 
In tho ordinary method of marching, the 
soldier was able at once to take up the 
march In tho usual step with as good spirit 
as whon ho loft tho burrocks. 


Captain Rnoul recommends f hat after a 


little training tho Bokllor run tho first 
kilometer in 7 minutes IB seconds, tho sec- 
ond la 0 minutes 5 seconds, the third In 5 
minutes 45 seconds, nnd from tho sixth on 
each kilometer in 6 minutes 80 seconds. 
Ho recommends that this last spued be not 
exceeded. 


Ben JonROn Knew His Merita. 


Among English writers Bon Jonson 


had as good a conceit of himself as most, 
and ho was not afraid of uttering his con- 
viction of his own superiority. His ego- 
tism wad almost fierce In its intensity. For 
example, ho left his "Cynthia's Revels" 
to tho judgment ot his audience, with the 
assurance that tho play was good and that 
they might liko it if thoy plunged, and In 
the last lino of tho court epilogue to "Ev- 
ery Man Out of His Humor," ho proclaims 
In Latin that ho "hunts not for the suf- 
frages of tho windy multitude." But In 
determining to maintain a high poetic 
standard, Jonson overacted his part, and 
laid himself open to the ridicule and sar- 
casm of leaner men. 


As the late Mr. J. A. Symonds said, 


"Ho Identified tho sacred bard with his 
own person, posed before tho world as 
Apollo's high priest, and presumed upon 
his erudition to affect the lordly airs of an 
authentic Arlstarchus." And yet, when 
tho victims of his fiatiro dared to put In a 
good word for thomsolvoH, and to accuse 
tholr tormentor of "nelf love, arroguncy, 
impudence and railing," .Tonson blazed 
out In righteous Indignation at their 
amazing conceit: 


If thoy Hhould confidently praise their 


worlw, 


In thorn It would appear inflation, 
Which la a full and well dlfjostod man 
Cannot receive that foal, abusive name.

TRAINING CARRIER PIGEONS. 


Bow They Ar.. taught to Act M Kvltebl* 


Itearcr*. 


Do Witt C. Lrtckwood writes an account 


of the "Currier Pigeoiig of Santa Cutiv- 
Una," describing tho rapid mail service es- 
tablixhcd between two pluco*, hi St. Nlch- 
olas. Ho says: 


It mult bo understood, however, that In 


certain pigeons, especially those known M 
the Belgian variety, tho homing instinct 
IB developed in a remarkably degree, and 
it U the birds' intentw love of home and 
the almost unvarying certainty of their re- 
turn thither after having been taken some 
distance away and then released which 
make them valuable f« carriers. 


The methods used in training a pigeon 


for special Bervlce are not by any means 
similar, us inuuy persons seem to think, 
to those employed in teaching a dog to run 
after a stick, or a white spotted pony to 
dance tho polka. A carrier's education 
consists in conveying him away from 
homo and lotting him go, when ho simply 
flies .back to the loft where he belongs. 


This sounds almost as thrilling as the 


story of the enterprising mouao that first 
ran up tho clock and then rnu down again, 
and of course it conveys no idea of the im- 
mense amount of care and patience in- 
volved in the rearing and breeding of the 
birds—the special cultivation of those 
qnallties which produce tho best results, 
and so on. 


In training the birds for Cutalina three 


or four were usually placed together In a 
pasteboard box, perforated with holes 
about tho size of a quarter of a dollar. 
They were carried to a spot a mllo or so 
from tho loft, In a direct line for tho coast 
and Catalina, and released. A few days 
later tho sajne birds wore taken a greater 
dlHtance away—say throe or four miles 
from homo—and liberated. In this man- 
ner tho several succeeding journeys were 
gradually longthenod until San Pedro, the 
seaport of Los Angeles, 22 miles distant, 
was reached. 


Then tho pigeons wore takon aboard the 


steamer and not at liberty a few miles out 
at sea, increasing tho distance upon the 
four occasions that followed, until at last 
tho end of tho route was reuchod and the 
birds would tly, without fail, across the 
sea and over tho laud to their home.

Warren, R. I., Special: One of the 


largest fires that has ever occurred In 
Southeastern New England broke .out 
in one of the three mills of the War- 
ren Manufacturing company, situated 
about an eighth of a mile from the cen- 
ter of this town, just before 7 o'clock 
Thursday night, and before it was got- 
ton under control, it had swept through 
three large cotton mills, two warehou- 
es, small sheds, freight cars, and other 
property, causing a loss which is esti- 
mated at more than $1,000.000. 


The fire started in the washroom, 


near the engine-room of No. 1 mill, 
spread with great rapidity through the 
building, 
and 
threatened 
adjoining 


property. 
Within an hour after- the 


blaze was discovered the flames were 
roaring through three mills. The mag- 
nitude of the fire at once became ap- 
parent to the local department, and 
help was immediately summoned from 
Bristol, Fall River, and 
Providence. 


An engine from Bristol, one from Fall 
River, and 
two steamers, two hose 


carts, and three companies from Provi- 
dence responded, arriving on special 
trains. The scene when these out of 
town companies arrived was appalling.

ies, warehouse and tenements was a 
blazing pile of ruins. The entire con- 
tents of the plant were destroyed, with 
the exception of fifty bales of cotton 
from the warehouses, which, after tak- 
ing fire, dropped into the water and 
were carried 
blazing down the bay. 


Several persons in the crowd of specta- 
tors were injured by flying bricks, but 
none were seriously hurt. 


The losses are estimated as follows: 


Warehouses and factories, $800,000; ma- 
terial, $300,000: lumber yard, $15,000; 
tenements. $10.000; total, $1,125,000. 


The Warren Manufacturing Company 


Is one of the largest cotton manufactur- 
ing corporations in the country, John 
Waterman, of Warren, is the principal 
owner, and Warren and Providence peo- 
ple are the heaviest stockholders. The 
three mills destroyed were each 700 
feet long and contained 87,000 spindles. 
Sixteen hundred operatives were em- 
ployed. 


The insurance amounts to $1,050,000, 


divided as follows: On mill", 850,000; 
on raw cotton and completed sheetings, 
$100,000 and on dwellings of operatives, 
$100,000. As this Insurance is in a mu- 
tual company of mill owners in many 
states each will be railed upon to pay 
a proportionate share.

SHOT AT COL. CROFTON. 


Attempt to Ai*BMlBat« the oarer In 


Command at fort Sheridan. 


Chicago, Oct. 4-—Col. R. B. A. Crof- 


ton, commander of the Fifteenth 
In- 


fantry at Fort Sheridan, narrowly es- 
caped death, or at least a severe wound, 
at the hands of Lieut. S. S. Pague, of 
Co. F, Fifteenth Infantry, yesterday af- 
ternoon. 
The lieutenant fired three 


•hota at the commander of Fort Sheri- 
dan. 
One passed through a loose hole 


of his overcoat, just over the right 
troin, the second cut off a button over 
:he left aide of the abdomen, and the 
third passed close to the body. 


Lieut. Pague a few minutes before 


iad escaped from the hospital, where 
he had been undergoing treatment for 
mental trouble, occasioned. It la said, 
»y overindulgence in liquor. 
At the 


fort it was said that the lieutenant was 
not responsible for his act and that his 
meeting with Col. Crofton was a chance 
meeting. 


The shooting occasioned great excite- 


ment at the fort, both because of the 
universal gooft favor in which Lieut. 
Pague is held by his comrades, who re- 
gret exceedingly his mental trouble, 
and because it was the second time an 
officer of the Fifteenth Infantry, while 
suffering from dementia, has attacked 
Col. Crofton. 


Aug. 26, 1894, during the military 


maneuvers at Evanston, Col. Crofton 
was attacked by Lieut. Walsh. Walsh 
met his superior officer on the parade 
ground and without a word slapped his 
face. 
It was afterward found that 


Walsh was insane. It is probable a 
court martial will be summoned in a 
short time to inquire into the facts of 
yesterday's shooting. 


SAYS HE IS INNOCENT. 


Kev. Mr. Hinxliaw Says He Has XothlnE 


to Confeia. 


Danville, Ind., Oct. 4.—A report was 


circulated here yesterday that1 Rev. Mr. 
Hinshaw would confess, but in an inter- 
view he said he had nothing to confess. 
"I am innocent and that is all there is 
of it." He looks terribly broken up. He 
seemed dazed, as if he could not realize 
the situation. Attorneys Duncan and 
Smith came out from Indianapolis and 
had a long taik with the attorneys here 
and Hinshaw's family. Mr. Smith says 
he can tell nothing about what they will 
do as yet. There is a widely circtilated 
report, which the lawyers will not con- 
tradict, that the best detectives in the 
country are hot on the trail of the men 
at Sheridan, who are thought to be the 
real murderers. It is said that if they 
are successful the men will be brought 
to justice in a few weeks. The defense 
has not filed any motion for a new trial 
yet, and they are thought to be waiting 
for the outcome of the search. 


FINED FOR CONTEMPT. 


Y. Jl. C. A. Superintendent Interfered in 


the Durraiit Trial. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct.4.—The trial 


of Theodore Durrant was replete with 
sensations yesterday. Henry 3. McCoy, 
general secretary of the Young Men's 
Christian Association, who was cited 
for contempt last Monday for telling 
Juror Truman that if he did not hang 
Durrant the people would hang him, 
was fined $250, with the alternative of 
five days in the county jail. During the 
cross-examination of a witness sum- 
moned by the defense, the prosecution 
developed the fact that a student at 
Cooper Medical College who did not at- 
tend the lecture delivered by Dr. Che- 
ney on the afternoon of April 3, was 
recorded present in the roll-call book. 
This testimony is of the greatest im- 
portance to the prosecution, as it shows 
the unreliability of the roll-call book, 
in which Durrant was recorded pres- 
ent on the afternoon when Blanche La- 
mont was murdered. 


Work of Firebug*. 


Kertdallville, Ind., Oct. 4.—An at- 


tempt was made yesterday to wipe out 
with incendiaries' torches the property 
in this city of the Noble County Fair 
Association. It was the second day of 
the meeting and 12,000 people were 
crowded in and around the track, watch- 
ing the races. At a prearranged signal 
five fires were started in the piles of 
straw in the paddock stalls. The row 
of buildings flashed up like tinder, and 
before the stray witness or two who saw 
tho matches applied could give the 
alarm a regular conflagration was in 
progress. Two lives were lost as the

But there are two 
generations of years 
anterior, even to 


that early date, which makes these old 
colonial settlements notable and inter- 
eating. Moreover, there is a living link 
in ancient Danvers which connects this 
earliest New World life with today—a 
fruit tcee of indisputable age, planted 
by John Endicott himself, the Puritan 
par excellence. 


Now, in this year of grace 1895, 263 


years since it was planted in the sunny 
meadow of the "Endecott grant," it 
flourishes its annual output of gnarly 
pears, unrivaled in all the land—:f not 
in fruit of juicy excellence, at least in 
antiquarian interest. This propped-up 
shell of a tree, with apparently all its 
inner integuments gone, nothing but 
the outer bark remaining, and the sub- 
stance of that split in twain, stands 


seded as governor, especially at the 
Brownes— two men r.-hosi h*. in Uia 
opposition to all 
ecclesiasUc'.sm. ex- 


pelled from the colony because of their 
devotion to th* Episcopal form of wor- 
ship—were making trouble for him in 
England. 
His successor, John Win- 


throp, was his good friend, however, 
a,nd. relieved from the cares of the first 
office in the colony, the thrifty pioneer 
had time to make the wilderness blos- 
som as the rose with vineyards and or- 
chards. 


In the Salem court hou?e a scholarly 


incumbent showed the writer how and 
when the Endicott grant,' over which 
we were to have an afternoon's ramble, 
was made. The government of the col- 
ony was vested in a governor, deputy 
governor, and 
eighteen 
assistants, 


chosen by the freemen. Four general 
courts were held each year, when all 
the freemen were to assemble, but other 
courts were to be held by these officer*. 
At such a court as the last named, the 
three hundred acres of land between 
the two rivers of ponderous 
Indian 


names (new called Waters and Crane 
rivers) were granted to Captain John 
Endicott July 3. 1632. Much of the land 
was covered with hirches when 
the 


grant was made, and aside from its 
Indian title it was known in English 
as Birch wood, but when the governor 
had cleared it he named it Orchard 
Farm, calling the stream toward which 
It 
principally 
sloped 
"Cow-House 


River," with a characteristic absence 
of sentiment. He loved the spot more 
than his "Broadfield" in Salem, and his 
tillage made It famous. 


The Salem planters wanted to raise 


tobacco. En-dicott thought it injurious 
to health and morals, and this differ- 


lel Ffelton. Sen., and Joaeph Hutchln- 
•on went to view his estate and they 
appraised the properly in certain terms: 
" 'Ic the new house,' and other prop* 
erty which was 'In the old house."* 
This may bear out the statement made 
to us by the present courteous occu- 
pant, that part of the original house 
of the governor was moved to this point 
and added to. Before this time the En- 
dicott possessions covered a much larg- 
er territory—a full thousand acres- 
taking in the now famous Witchhouse 
Farm, the Rebecca nurse homestead, 
which John, Jr.. left lo hia wife, and 
that estate adjoining on which the Pro- 
vincial mansion, known as the Collins 
House, was built. This was the re- 
nowned headquarters of General Gage, 
now called The Li&deni, the home of 
the Endicott cousins, the 
Peabodys. 


In the meadow, near the river, is the 
governor's old spring—the 


Shaded spring, whereof be drank. 
On the pleasant willow bank. 


Farther up on th« river shore Is the 


Endicott burying place, with the old 
stones dating back to the third genera- 
tion from the colonial ancestor. 
Up 


to the fourth generation the name was 
spelled with an e for the second sylla- 
ble: after that it becomes the more 
familiar Endicott. The headstones In 
the inclosed pine grove burial 
plot 


bear no other name than 
Endicott, 


but it is said that at the time General 
Gage was quartered in the 
near-by 


beautiful Collins House, British officers, 
who formed his bodyguard and died In 
camp, were burled in this aristocratic 
inclosure. Several slaves were also in- 
terred among the 
family bones, but

Upland and meadow, it stretches away 
between two silvery rivers, a fair and 
fertile farm, once included within Sa- 
lem limits, now set off with old witch- 
craft Salem village, into the town of 
Danvers. The shrewd old governor was 
a good judge of land. It was In 1628 
when he with his wife, Anne Gower, 
and that determined company of a hun- 
dred or so followed the Plymouth Pil- 
grims and founded Salem, in the New 
World, the famous Massachusetts Bay 
colony. According to the quaint chron- 
icler. In "Wonder-Working Providence 
of Sion's Saviour in New England;" 
"The much honored Mr. John Indlcat 
came over with them to governe, a fit 
instrument to begin this wildernesse 
worke, of courage bold, undaunted, yet 
sociable, and of a cheerfull spirit, lov- 
ing and austere, applying himself to 
either, as occasion served." Occasion 
quickly served in the case of the rol- 
licking scoffers at Merrymount, and, 
while Miles Standlsh, from the Plym- 
outh colony, captured the reprobate 
Morton—"the devil in the Massachu- 
setts' paradise"—preparatory to ship- 
ping him back to England, Endicott, 
the head of the Massachusetts Bay 
colony, and a sturdy fighter of Apol- 
lyons, solemnly chopped down the May 
pole "Idol," and ordained that the place 
should be no longer be called Merry- 
mount, but Mount Dagon, In memory 
of the Philistine image that fell down 
before the ark. 


Thus, promptly on his arrival, de- 


"splte the threatened onslaught of the 
Saugus Indians, did he march his sol- 
diers on to "rebuke profaneness and 
to admonish them to look to It that 
they walk better." 
There were no 


such May dances in righteous Salem. 
There the house lots were being ap- 
portioned by the "loving and austere" 
governor, the first streets laid out, the 
first Puritan Church in America organ- 
ized, and, according to "Wonder-Work- 
ing Providence," again, "this church of 
Christ being thus begun, the Lord, with 
the water spouts of His tender mercy, 
caused to increatw and fructify." 


Who paints the first governor's pic- 


ture so vividly as Hawthorne in his 
"Twice fold Tales: Endicott and the 
Red Cross?". The famous Puritan, In 
his armor, the colonist* assembled in 
Salem Townhouse Square; Roger Wil- i 
lladts, the minister of the adjoining 
meeting house (whose timbers are to 
cherished in Salem today); the train 
band of the church militant, the red 
crott flag with symbol rent away by 
Kndicott's sword, and his resolute 
voice ringing out, "Beat a flourish, 
drummer, In honor of the ensign of 
New England. Neither pope nor tyrant 
hath part in It now!" "With a cry of 
triumph," says Hawthorne, "the people 
gave their sanction to one of the bold- 
est exploits which our history records, 
and forever honored be the name of 
Endicott! We look back through the

The town house is one of the hand- 


somest of old Salem mansions, some- 
times called the Cabot House, built be- 
fore the Revolution and preserving its 
fine colonial architecture by the wise 
remodeling of Judge Endicott. 
The 


judge himself was born in the still more 
notable Crowninshield house on Derby 
street, bis mother belonging to that dis- 
tinguished family. The delusiveness 
of these old aristocratic Salem families 
has not prevented a worthy develop- 
ment of public spirit in this vicinity, 
and the memorials of the very earliest 
times, from John Endicott down, are 
accessible to those who do but seek. 


It is but a charming drive to the 


summer home of the most distinguished 
representative of the Endicott family In 
this generation, Mr. William C. Endi- 
cott, the secretary of war in the first 
Cleveland 
administration, or to his 


Salem mansion on old Essex street. The 
country home in Danvers is a beautiful 
house set in a park like an English 
estate, on the Newburyport turnpike, 
built in 1800, and long owned by Cap- 
tain Joseph Peabody of Salem. Mm. 
Endicott is the granddaughter of Cap- 
tain Peabody.

Horsemen who saw him trot the 


second heat of a race in 2:05»/4 at Fleet- 
wood with something to spare at the 
finish, were unanimous in the opinion 
that he can defeat any trotter we have 
yet seen, and that he can beat the 
record of his stable companion, Alix, 
2:03%, a full second or more under 
Favorable conditions. 


Like many of the champions of the 


trotting turf, Azote is a horse with a 
history. He was bred by the late Le- 
land Stanford at the Palo Aito Stock 


Atote was a red-hot farorit* hi a bit 
betting race, but after winning the first 
heat easily in 2:15% be went all to 
pieces in very strange fashion and 
Geneva beat him in Ibe race. The big 
horse was as steady as a clock at Inde- 
pendence, the next stand in the West- 
ern-Southern circuit, and so hopeless 
•was the chance of beating him consid- 
ered that the owners of all the horses 
In the race consented to his taking first 
money and remaining in the stable. 
Hickok drove him a working-out mile 
that day in 2:12 on Williams' 
kite- 


shaped track. 
Azote made two more 


starts in 1892, John Splan driving him 
to a record of 2:14>£ at Indianapolis, 
Sept. 23, but ho was beaten here and at 
Kort Wayne by Lord Clinton and An- 
derson's Nightingale. 


Azote was a good horse again in 1893, 


when Hickok took him through the 
Grand Circuit in the 2:15 class, the big 
fellow forcing Pixley to trot in 2-.1V/3 
and 2:12% at Buffalo, and in 2:11 % and 
2:13% at Rochester, while he defeated 
Instant, Una Wilkes, Bush, and some 
others at Springfield in 2:16'/4, 2:17%, 
and 2:15%. 
Later in the season he 


started against Dlrectum in the free- 
for-all at Fleetwood, and against MuU 
Wllkes at Providence, but was not 
among the contending hor»es In either 
race, and when Hickok took him back 
to Palo Alto at the close of the cam- 
paign he was looked upon as outclassed. 


In the winter of 1893-4 Monroe Salis- 


bury was invited by the managers of 
the Stanford farm to take a. look at 
the Palo Alto trotters and pick out a 
few to campaign on shares on Eastern 
tracks. The Pleasanton turfman, who 
had seen Azote trained on his own track 
and had always liked him on account of 
his square, easy way of going, selected

Farm in Santa Clara county, Cal., and 
was foaled April 9. 18S(J, so that he is 
now in his tenth year. Being a big, 
growthy youngster, he showed no par- 
ticular promise on the miniature track 
where all of the yearlings arc first tried 
at Palo Alto, and diaries Marvin, who 
was then at the head of Gov. Stanford's 
training stables, bundled Azote off to 
the Vina ranch, where most of the re- 
jected trotters arc scut from Palo Alto.

on a four-horse team at ploughing and 
all sorts of farm drudgery. On Sundays 
one of the farm hands used occasionally 
to hitch him single J.o a buggy a net take 
a drive on the road" with his wife. In 
this way he discovered that A/.ote could 
step along at a good clip, and when 
Ariel Lathrop, Gov. Stanford's brother- 
in-law and general manager, visited the 
Vina ranch o£e day in 189^ the man 
spoke to him about the big Whips geld- 
ing's speed on the road.

time the noted reinsman. Orrin Hic- 
kok, arranged wkh Mr. Lathrop to 
train and campaign some of the Stan- 
ford trotters in the East, and Azote was 
among the horses that were given him.

the mammoth son of Whips as one he

Mr. Salisbury per- 
sisted, however, and finding that he 
couldn't get 
Azote on shares asked 


them to put a price on him. Fifteen 
ittndred dollars was the sum named, 
and at these figures the horse-became 
the property of his 
present 
owner. 


Azote was then wearing heavy shoes, 
toe weights, and a lot of boots to bal- 
ance and protect him, and the first 
Lhing his new owner-trainer turned his 
attention to was getting these cumbcr- 
sonje appliances off his legs. 


"I wonder if those people up there 


know how much study and care it has 
taken to make this horse what he is?" 
said Mr. Salisbury last week 
as he 


turned away from Azote in the cooling- 
out tent at Fleewood and pointed to 
the big crowd on the club house that 
had just ceased cheering the best per- 
formane.e ever made in a race by a 
trotting horse. 
"When I bought the 


horse he carried about four pounds of 
trinkets on his front feet and legs. Now 
he sets every foot down just the right 
way, 
doesn't touch a hair anywhere, 


and trots without boots or weights in 
lighter shops than any horse of his si/.e 
ever wore before. 
I sort of pride my- 


self on that job of shoeing." 


Azote is the third consecutive trot- 


ting champion that Monroe Salisbury 
has trained and made. In 1893 it was 
the four-year-old colt Directum that 
swept everything before him 
in 
the 


frece-for-all class, beating 
the best 


horses of the year and winding up the 
campaign by setting the race record, 
the stallion record and the four-yoar- 
old rdcord at 2:05%, wher* they still 
stand unbeaten. It is worthy of note 
that Directum trotted his first race at 
Grand Rapids in 1892, two days after 
Azote made his debut on the same track, 
and, like Azote, it was at Plectwood in 
the open class that the little black colt 
first established his right to be classed 
as the champion. When Mr. Salisbury 
lost Diroctum he purchased a control- 
ling interest in .Alix, and before the 
middle of August last year she was the 
acknowledged queen of 
the 
(rotting 


turf. Now that Alix seems to have gone 
wrong, he has taken the ten-year-old 
horse that two noied trainers turned 
down, and has made him a greater 
horse, perhaps, than either 
Alix 
or 


Directum. 
Truly the veteran plains- 


man deserves the title of "the King- 
maker" that trotting horsemen have 
given him in recognition of his skillful 
work with Directnm, Alix and Azote.

added to the cotton manufactures of 
tho south, and that of tho 50,000,000 
ipindies in the entire world the sonth 
now claims 5 percent. Hot faraway we 
are informed that 15 years ago Georgia 
did not know her cotton seed was of any 
great value, while now she has 34 mills 
working up 250,000 tons of it annually. 
And finally we are told, and even, the 
letters seem to have a sort of complacent 
swagger as they tell it, that Georgia is 
educating more colored children than 
all the ChrUtiuu missions of the world 
and paying $-150,000 a year for the pur- 
pose. Well, on second thoughts, Georgia 
nnd the south have a right to be proud. 


In all tho buildings we read eticour 


aging statements about this state and 
her neighbors. Last year, says one, tho 
United States worked up 2,819,388 bales 
of cotton, of which the south got away 
with 718,515 bales, and Georgia was 
surpassed only by North and South Caro- 
lina, The world's consumption of cotton 
has doubled since 1870, and yet there 
are still 000,000,000 people who use on 
an average less than three yards of cloth 
each per annum. So the natural limit of 
profitable production cannot be set at 
less than 20,000,000 bales. "We give 
notice," says the enthusiast who pre- 
sents these figures, "that in tho lite of 
men now full grown we shall produce 
five-sixths of that cotton and work up 
three-fourths of our production in the 
states where it is grown." 


If there is any difference in degrees 


of enthusiasm, tho promoters of sea is- 
land cotton are a little tho most ardent. 
They present specimens and arguments 
to show that oro long they will have a 
much finer variety than in the boasted 
golden age before the war; that it can 
be grown as far inland as 200 miles 
from the sea, and that with the im- 
provements now in process it will for 
mixed goods go far to supersede silk, 
linen and ramie.

Valdosta, Ga., 150 miles from the sea, 
is already the world's greatest market 
for sea island cotton.

Princest Clementine, mother of Prince 


Ferdinand t! Bulgaria, is undoubtedly the 
most astute And cl«v«r of all the children 
of King Lo-iU Philippe of France. She Is 
tho only woman who can boast of having 
downed Prince Bismarck at his own 
game, and is renowned throughout the 
length and breadth of Europe for her state- 
craft, her diplomacy and for her political 
prescience and sagacity. To her more than 
any body else is due the wonderful progress 
and present prosperity of Bulgaria, and if 
Princo Ferdinand alone, among all the old 
world sovereigns, has been able to dis- 
pense with a civil list to pay out of his 
own pocket the greater part of the ex- 
penses of his really luxurious and grandly 
appointed court, it is due to the munifi- 
cence of his mother. 


Princess Clementine is the youngest of 


Louis Philippe's four daughters. Her 
mother, in one of her letters, spoko of her 
as lively and impetuous. A good deal of 
this remains. But she commands her 
tonguo as though she were an old states- 
man, and if her Impulses remain still 
quick they nnvor hurry her into rashness. 
Sho has a light, bluish gray eyo and her 
face In a beaming one, which is not a char- 
acteristic often found associated with a 
strongly hooked nose. In her cose the 
hook is not long at tho base, but that of a 
bird. Sho has a wonderfully melodious 
voice, and this In spito of deafness so great 
that any one with whom sho converses 
must speak to her through an car trumpet 
by moans of an acoustic tube. Sho has a 
lively way of adjusting tho instrument to 
her ear, and sho studies with a soft smile, 
and inquiring expression tho countenance 
of her interlocutor. Her language is choice 
nnd easy when sho speaks French. She 
can chat and writo in English, German 
and Hungarian. Michelctwas her profes- 
sor of history when sho was a young girl, 
nnd sho devoted herself with success to 
music and especially to the harp. 


Although several years older than Queen 


Victoria, sho is still very alert and very 
nctivo. Nothing seems to fatigue her, 
and, judging by appearances, she is good 
for many years yet, in infinitely better 
physical and mental condition than her 
brothers, the Duo de Nemours, Duo d' 
Aumalo and the Prince de Joinville, the 
latter two being considerably her junior. 
Her wealth Is enormous, like that of all 
tho children of King Louis Philippe. At 
her death her fortune will bo divided be- 
tween her children, the principal shore go- 
ing to her two sons, Prince Ferdinand, 
who is the youngest, and Duke Philip of 
Coburg, who married the king of Bel- 
gium's eldest daughter, and who was with 
his brother-in-law, the late Crown Prince 
Rudolph of Austria, on the morning of 
tho tragedy at Meyerling.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

IMPORTANT DEDICATION AT WASH- 


INGTON CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 


MUSHROOMS. 


Th« Institution May Now Be Said to U» 


Thoroughly E»tablUhed—VoluU About 
the New Building—History of tlit- School. 
Bishop Kemue, Rector. 


McMahou hall,, the chief baikliugof 


the great Catholic university at Wash- 
ington, may now be said to be fairly 
open to stndeuts. Its dedication virtual- 
ly began on Sept. 34. when the profess- 
or* and c'ndeuts of Divinity bull went 
into a spiritual retreat, preceding the 
beginning of the largest encharistio con- 
gress ever held in the United State*. 


Among those present were Cardinal 


Gibbons, Mgr. Satolli, Dr. Booker, sec- 
retary of the papal legation; Archbishop 
Corrigau of New York, Archbishop 
Ryan of Philadelphia, Archbishop Wil- 
liams of Boston, Archbishop Ireland of 
8t Panl and scores of leaser ecclesiastic- 
al lights. The grounds of the univer- 
sity lie directly to the north of the Cap- 
ital City and comprise 70 acres of high, 
rolling land. The buildings, according 
to the plan DOW accepted, will face » 
central campus which in form somewhat 
resembles a heart, whose apex is at the 
entrance of the grounds and whose base 
is occupied by McMahon hall. This 
building is 250 feet in length and varies 
in depth from 70 to 150 feet, being 
greatest in the central portion, in archi- 
tectural style the structure is Roman- 
esque. The ground floor is occupied by 
large apartments for official purposes 
and "semiuaria," or laboratories, and 
lecture rooms. Above the first floor the

central portion of the building contains 
spacious halls for reunions, public lec- 
tures, the conferring of degrees and 
other functions concerning the univer- 
sity at large. Later on an amphitheater 
will be erected to thereat of the present 
building for the holding of these gath- 
erings. The remainder of the present 
building is occupied by the school of 
jurisprudence and social science, the 
philological section, the school of phi- 
losophy and the psychological institute. 


The faculty has been selected with 


discrimination, the head being the Rev. 
Dr. Pace, who will hold the chair of 
psychology and be the dean. Dr. Pace 
is only 83 yean old, but his scholarly 
achievements have been many and distin- 
guished. Professor William C. Robin- 
son, for years connected with the law 
department of Yale, will be dean of the 
school of social sciences and occupy the 
chair of law. 
Dr. Griffin, formerly of 


Johns Hopkins, and Dr. Cameron, for- 
merly of Cornell university, will be pro- 
fessors of chemistry. 
Charles Warren 


Stoddard will lecture on English litera- 
ture, and the other members of the fac- 
ulty are all men either of assured repu- 
tation or great promise. McMahon hall 
was presented to the university by the 
Rev. James H. McMahon, reputed to be 
the richest priest in America, at an ex- 
penditure of about 14,000,000. 


It was in 1856 that the project for a 


Catholic university at Washington was 
first mooted, bnt it was many years after 
that before the university was founded. 
When the third plenary council was held 
in Baltimore in 1884, Miss Mary Gwen- 
doline Caldwell contributed the gam of 
$300,000 for the purpose of founding 
the university. Of this sum $200,000 
was used for the purchase of the site 
and the erection of the first building of 
the institution, now known as Divinity 
hall, which was formally dedicated on 
Nov. 13, 1880. 
Since then the endow- 


ment has increased until it is now up- 
ward of $1,000,000, and an endowment 
for McMahon hall of $600,000 has been 
raised by subscription. A chapel, even- 
tually to be used exclusively by the 
faculty and students of the divinity 
school, has been erected by Miss Cald- 
well at a cost of $50,000, and a larger 
one, for the use of all attending the uni- 
versity, will be erected at some future 
time. 


The rector of the university is the 


Right Rev. J. J. Keane, titular bishoj. 
of Ajasso, who was born at Ballyshan- 
non. County Donegal, Ireland, in 1839. 
Became to this country with his parents 
when but 7 years of age, and received 
his education 
in Baltimore at St. 


Charles' college and St. Mary's semi- 
nary He was ordained a priest in 18C6 
and appointed assistant pastor of St. 
Patrick's church, Washington 
When 


the see of Richmond became vacant he 
was appointed bishop, and for 11 years 
was head of the diocese. There were bnt 
23 Catholic chnrches in his jurisdiction 
at the beginning of his term. When he 
quitted the see, there were 89 chnrches, 
29 chapels, 9 convents, 5 academies, 
with 430 students, 83 parochial schools, 
with 3,000 pupils, and 15,000 commu- 
nicants. He was one of the leading 
members of the third plenary council, 
and was so ranch impressed by the 
scheme of the Catholic university that 
be offered to resign his post M bishop of 
Richmond to become rector of the uni- 
versity. This pffer was accepted, and hit 
Mrvfee M rector began in August, 1888. 
Since then he has been the foremost if-

Do They Grow Forever. 


Mushrooms do rot oome up all at once, 


nor do they grow forever. K tho spawn U 
good and planted early In September, 
from four to five, and sometime* six, 
weeks will expire before tho first crop of 
mushrooms makes its appearance. 


Tho flrst crop will flow for two or three 


weeks; then the mushrooms will thin out, 
and « slight dressing of fresh loam, about 
halt vi Inch in depth, should bo spread 
over the bed. 
When this coating has been 


beaten down with a spade, the soil should 
be gently moistened with tepid water, and 
In a day or two a second crop ct mush- 
rooms—often better than tho first—.win be 
gathered. The second crop of mushrooms 
may last for three or four weeks, and 
about thu lutter part of December tho 
spawn will bo found to have exhausted it- 
self, and fresh manure, fresh spawn and 
fresh loam must bo procured for the forma- 
tion of new bods If another crop of mush- 
rooms is desired. 


To grow mushrooms successfully great 


care must be taken to obtain fresh spawn, 
which oau bo bought In all tho horticul- 
tural stores. But If the cultivator wishes 
to make his own spawn, he can do so by 
following these directions: Take equal 
portions of horse droppings, cow dung and 
freah loam and mix the whole thoroughly 
together, as you would make mortar. 
Then form the matter Into cakes about tho 
size of a largo brick. Place these bricks 
on edge under cover until they become 
half dry, then Insert Into each brick a 
piece of spawn half an inch or so square, 
and let the bricks remain until they are 
quite dry. Then spread about eight Inches 
of horse dung over the door of tho shod, 
on which build the bricks in a pile, keep- 
ing the side In which tho spawn has been 
put uppermost Thou cover tho pile of 
bricks over with sufficient stable manure 
so ns to give a gentle heat, not exceeding 
100 degrees, through tho whole. In two or 
three weeks tho spawn will have spread it- 
telf through tho whole muss of each brick 
and will be ready to plant at any time 
during the winter.—New York Times.

CAITHNESS SUPERSTITIONS. 


Some of the Curioin Methods Adopted In 


Sickness and Death. 


A method much in vogue at one time of 


ascertaining whether a sickness would 
proro fatal was to dig two holes In the 
ground, one called the quick grave, the 
other the dead hole. The sufferer was then 
placed between tho two, and the hole to- 
ward which ho turned indicated what 
would be the outcome of his malady. 
Sometimes a piece of rook was broken 
over the head of a person whoso last 
agonies were painful alike to himself and 
to those who witnessed them. It was bo- 
llevod that tho heart ot the sick man 
would thus bo broken and his release has- 
tened. Windows and doors are always 
thrown wide open in order that the depart- 
ing spirit may have free egress from the 
house and escape from the ovll ones that 
hover around eager to Inthrall his soul. 


During the Interval between death and 


burial hens and cats were kept carefully 
shut up. A person meeting these animals 
at such a juncture was doomed to blind- 
ness in the future. 
Moreover, unless a 


stream divided the two houses, farmers 
frequently refrained from yoking their 
oxen or horses before the body was "laid 
under tho turf of truth." Many women 
preserved with the greatest reverence their 
bridal attire to eover them in the coffin. 
Bread and water were placed in the cham- 
ber of death, for during the night prior to 
the burial the spirit of the departed one 
came to partake of them. Stillborn chil- 
dren and little ones who had not been 
blessed by the minister wore burled be- 
fore sunrise. In this way their admission 
to the land of promise was assured. Not 
to observe the practice was to destine the 
souls of these bairns to wander homeless 
•nd disconsolate. 


The fate of the suicide is lamentable. 


His body cannot rest in the klrkyard, for 
it would taint the souls of those who lie 
therein; frequently he was burlod in a 
lone dike which separated two lairds' es- 
tates, and passersby were expected to cast 
a pebble at the rudo stono which marked 
tho place.—Scottish Review.
